FOREWORD 


Each spring, as the Annual approaches, those in the Museum concerned with 
exhibitions look forward to this yearly sifting of the art production it provides. They 
expect it to bring forward new names, to present new facets of the work of those long 


familiar and to indicate how the currents of art expression are developing for the 
moment. To them it is an indispensable guide for plotting the course of art in the 
region, and they use it like an index to indicate who and what to look for and to 
watch in the next twelve months. 


Annual exhibitions, in which each artist is represented by one or a couple of 
works at most, are not popular with art reviewers. They usually complain about such 
group for they find the cult to write about.

A deliberate effort is 
made to furnish to the local museum public—of artists and informed laymen,— 
examples to amplify, supplement, place in perspective and enhance the art values 
recent Annuals have brought forward. 


As reports on individual artists the Museum finds Annuals equally valuable. In so 
active and productive an art community as this, it is impossible for it to follow closely 
the work of all artists, unfortunately. But the Annual brings to its attention new 
artists whose work should be looked into, and artists long known whose work is 
developing in new directions. Unlike the reviewers, it finds no confusion nor bewilder- 
ment in the multiplicity of names, works and styles. They fit into the framework of 
knowledge it has accumulated over the years, and they only amplify and enrich it. 
As new artists appear, the systematic accumulation on them begins and soon the 


individual new work in an Annual takes its place in defining the personality of the 


artist. 


The result over a period of time is a clear sense of the growth of individual artists 
as well as of art movements here. Thus the Museum regards this Seventy-second 
Annual of Painting and Sculpture of the San Francisco Art Association, like its 
predecessors, as much more than just another show. It invites all concerned with art 
here—the artists making it po
